The Lord Goring returne into Glouceſter- 
ſhire, the Kings torces ady2nce into Darbyſhire, 
Secretary Nicholss his Letters jatercepted, the 
caking of Philpet the Kings Harroldat Armes, and 
ſundry other DoRors. The taking of Wolvercote 
houſe, which the enemy ſer on fire, but was

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SS Tc laſt night Sir Thomas
